Introducing 


August Indian—(Autumn Twilight x 
Pottawattomi) Stalk 22 inches—3 
branches 6 buds. Flower—S-closed 
—Ecrue color—F-Red Purple shad- 
ing to brown at edge—Center line 
lighter color. Brown veins at base of 
falls—slight fragrance. First flower 
on stalk opened August 19. First 
flower on second stalk opened Oc- 
tober 9 and a third stalk was 
up 2 inches when frost came 
October 12. $5.00 N 


September Contrast — (Fair Day x 
October Shadows) a neglecta stalk 
27 inches—3 branches —/7 buds; 
Flower-S—light blue closed Falls, 
dark blue purple—hang no flare. 
Brown veins base of falls—Beard 
yellow—sweet fragrance. First 
flower opened September 6—second 
stalk up 2 inches October 12 when 
frost came. - 5,00N 


September Pastel— (October Shadows 
x FalleFairy Stalk. 22 anches— 3 
well placed branches—9 buds. Flow- 
er—S-closed, pale lavender, Falls a 
shade darker. A few brown veins at 
base of falls—sweet fragrance—a 
nice pastel coloring. First flower 
open September 7; second stalk up 
14 inches October 12 when frost 
came. 5.00 N

Fall Primrose—(Autumn Twilight x 
Redwyne) Stalk 30 inches —4 
branches, 8 buds—a primrose yel- 
low self. White area at tip of yellow 
beard S-closed, F-flare. Bloom 
last September and October. One

Autumn Brown—(Autumn Twilight x 
Western Hills) Stalk 24 inches—4 
branches—12 buds. Flower—S-light 
brown — closed Falls——red brown 
shading to brown at edge—beard- 


orange. Bloom June and October. 4.00 N 


Summer Surprise—(Autumn Twilight 
x Hallowe’en Night) x Autumn Twi- 
light. Stalk 36 inches, 5 branches— 
20 buds. My tallest rebloomer. 
Flower—S-closed Ecrue Falls lav- 
ender pink —slight flare. Bloom 


June, August and September. 4.00 N

tumn Twilight) Stalk 30 inches—- 
—3 branches — Flower-S-closed — 
Apricot Yellow. Falls-Pink Lavender, 
flaring. Bloom June and October— 
nice flower. 


Autumn Snowdrift— (Tinted Porcelain x 


Autumn Twilight) x (Autumn Twi- 
light x Glowport) Stalk 30 inches— 
3 branches—7 buds. Flower—S-pure 
white addressed. Falls—white slight 
flare — brown veins base of falls — 
Light lavender veins on Falls—Fade 
to white. Bloom June and October. 
One of my best introductions. 


Green Dragon — (October Shadows x 
Autumn Twilight) Stalk 29 inches— 
3 branches -— Flower-S-greenish_yel- 
low (chartreuse) color—closed F vein- 
ed brown shading to lavender—slow 
increase.
